leaf-like, usually about as long as the calyx-tube but sometimes 
longer, puberulent or glabrous ; flowers axillary, sessile or sub- 
sessile, or the lowermost borne on short peduncles up to 1 em 
long, 1 to several in each axil; calyx 8 to 14 mm long, puberu- 
lent, the segments about as long as the tube, slightly more 
than 1 mm wide at base, gradually narrowed to a slender sub- 
ulate tip, 1-nerved, minutely ciliolate ; corolla white or light 
violet, finely and rather densely pubescent, the tube 10 to 12 
mm long, the throat about 5 mm in diameter, the limb 1 em 
broad, the lobes 4 to5 mm long, rounded ; anther cells parallel ; 
capsules about 1 em long and 3 mm broad, glabrous, or pubes- 
cent at the tip.
